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ORDER

Since November 30, 2004, this proceeding regarding the request for arbitration
by DIECA Communications, Inc. d/b/a Covad Communications Company (“Covad”) with
BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. (“AT&T Kentucky”) has been held in abeyance.
The issue presented by this arbitration is whether AT&T Kentucky is obligated to
provide Covad with access to line sharing pursuant to 47 U.S.C. § 271(c)(2)(B)(iv).
Pending clarification from the Federal Communications Commission, AT&T Kentucky
was ordered to continue to provide line sharing to Covad.

On July 30, 2007, Covad notified the Commission that it had reached an
agreement with AT&T Kentucky and, therefore, withdrew its petition for arbitration.

The Commission HEREBY ORDERS that:

1. This proceeding is dismissed with prejudice and removed from the

Commission’s docket.



2. Within 20 days of the date of this Order, Covad and AT&T Kentucky shall
file with the Commission a copy of their negotiated agreement which resolved this
matter.
